Johnson Predicts Broad Cooperation 
And Progress in Central America 


WITH PRESIDENT 
JOHN. 


SON (AP) — President Johnson 
wound up his airborne drop-in 
visits to Central America Mon- 
day predicting a new dawn of 
cooperation and progress for the 
area— "a new beginning toward 
prosperity for all the people." 


He was greeted by cheering 


crowds at airports in the old ba- 
nana republics of Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, Honduras and Gua- 
temala on the swift series of 
stops to return their presidents 
home after their weekend sum- 
mit session at San Salvador, El 
Salvador. 


The trip was something of a 


personal triumph for Johnson 
who hasn't seen many big, no- 
isy, cheering crowds in the last 
year or so in the United States. 


But in all five of the Latin 


American countries he visited, 
people turned out by thousands 


and greeted him with enthu- 
siasm. 


Guatemala City was the last 


airport of call for Johnson on a 
trip that started Saturday morn, 
ing in Texas. 


The finale was a day of con. 


trasts in several respects. 


Johnson and his presidential 


guests started off at San Salva- 
dor in fine weather. Then they 
were drenched by pouring rain 
in Managua, Nicaragua; en. 
joyed unusually cool weather 
under a hazy sun at San Jose, 
Costa Rica; got bright sunshine 
and tropical heat in San Pedro 
Sula in Honduras, and cooling 
clouds at the last stop before the 
return flight to Texas. 


The President arrived at San 


Antonio at 7:22 p.m. CDT and 
took off five minutes later for 
his ranch. He was accompanied

siastic. 


The achievements of San Sal- 


vador and its four allies In their 
common market, Johnson said, 
promise that they "can respond 
successfully to the needs and 
the dreams of your peoples." 


The meetings of Johnson and 
the presidents of these five na- 
tions ended Saturday. 


Sunday was a day for easing 


up and getting out among the 
people. Monday Johnson took 
off on an unprecedented deliv- 
ery expedition to take the other 
visiting chief executives home 
on a roundabout route to Mana- 
gua, 
San Jose, in Costa Rica,

Backed by planes, artillery 


and tanks, the Marines reported 
they killed 67 North Vietnamese 
In the Sunday fighting. Marine 
losses were given as five killed 
and 17 wounded. 


Fighting near Gio Linh raged 


all day Friday and the Marines 
said they killed 134 North Viet- 
namese while taking losses of 
five dead and 64 wounded. 


Planes and Navy ships have 


been pounding the northern 
three miles of the zone, where 
the North Vietnamese are dug 
in, and communications leading 
down from the north In an effort 
to check the flow of men and 
weapons. 


In the past eight days, U.S. 


Air Force B52 Stratofortresses 
alone have dumped 5,000 tons of 
bombs in the zone and just to 
the north. 


There was little action else- 


where except around Saigon, 
where South Vietnamese troops 
launched another of the sweeps 
that off leers believe have been a 
factor in stalling off new enemy 
attacks on Saigon.

NEW YORK (AP) — A reac- 


tion against firearms and vio- 
lence has led some major retail- 
ers to remove toy guns from 
their stores and to stop advertis- 
ingthem In their Christmas cat- 
alogues. 
"I think production will be 


hurt and altered for those who 
make these toys," the spokes, 
man for a large toy manufactur- 
er said, "but things probably 
•will be back to normal after a 
while. Many kids want to have a 
toy gun and most parents are 
swayed by their children's de. 
sires." 


The reaction against guns, 


both real and toy, stems from 
the continuing acts of violence 
across the nation, most recently 
the assassination of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy. 


Sears Roebuck fc Co.. with 


more than 1,700 outlets, has said 
it will de-emphasize the sale 
and promotion of "toy guns and 
similar toys of violence" by 
"eliminating it from the 1968 
Christmas catalogue.. .and will 
not advertise or promote it In its 
retail stores this Christmas sea. 
son." Sears said Its action was 
"In response to public concern 
over recent acts of violence." 


Montgomery Ward & Co. said 


it was changing its advertising 
copy and artwork "to make cer- 
tain it doesn't emphasize war or 
shootings." 


Meier & Frank Co., a large 


department store chain, has 
discontinuedsaleof all toy guns 
and other toys of violence and 
has canceled all Christmas or. 
ders for such merchandise. A 
large New York department 
store said tt had cat its order* 


for toys of this type by more 
than a third. 


A 
spokesman 
for 
F.A.O. 


Schwarz said that while toy 
guns were a "very small per- 
centage" of the large New York 
toy store's sales it had no plans 
to eliminate them. 


"Chess is a war game," the 


spokesman said. "Would you 
eliminate it?" 


Ted Erickson, editor of a toy 


trade magazine, said "I think 
the share of the toy market once 
enjoyed by toy weapons is 
down. That's partially because 
the Western theme doesn't have 
the zip it used to have." 


A spokesman for the Toy 


Manufacturers of America, Inc., 
which represents some 325 toy 
makers, said member reports 
indicated the sale of toy guns 
had declined since the IMS 
study.

This three-column series is designed to help you apply the new 


tax increase properly and in ways which will minimize its Impact 
on your paycheck or profits. Continuing from yesterday: 


•f 4-If you're already paying an estimated tax for 1968, you may 


have to file an amended declaration and raise your estimated tax 
payments to reflect the new surcharge. This applies to payments 
and declarations of estimated tax due on or after Sept. 16, 1968 - 
and the law intends that the ?V2 per cent surcharge for '68 should 
be picked up in your remaining two instalments due Sept. 16, '68 
and Jan. 15, 1969. 


As an illustration, if your estimated tax for '68 


is raised by the surcharge from $1,000 to $1.075, 
$37.50 of the extra $75 is due Sept. 16, 1968 and 
$37.50, Jan. 15, 1969. Under the law,thereis no 
penalty for underpayment of estimated tax if the 
instalments paid are at least 80 per cent of the 
required estimated payments. Thus, in this ex- 
ample, payments of not more than $30 in each 
instalment (80 per cent of $37.50) would be 
sufficient to bar any penalty, 


+ -Hf you have capital gains and pay a capital 


gains tax, you must apply the surcharge to this tax. 


For a calendar 1968 individual, the maximum capital gains 


tax is 267/8 per cent (25 per cent plus 7Vz per cent of 25 per 
cent.) For a calendar 1968 corporation, the maximum tax is 
27V2 per cent. 


•+• -f If you are involved with estates or trusts, you also must 


apply the 10 per cent surcharge, without any exemption or re- 
duction in the lower brackets. For calendar 1968, your sur- 
charge on estates or trusts is 1l/z per cent and for calendar 
1969, it is 5 per cent. A fiscal year surcharge is prorated 
according to the number of days within the surcharge period. 


•f + A calendar year corporation must pay a full 10 per cent 


surcharge on its regular tax for 1968 and 5 per cent on its 
regular tax for 1969. A fiscal year corporation will prorate the 
tax surcharge depending on how many days of its taxable year 
fall within the surcharge period. 


As an illustration, an Apr. 1 fiscal year corporation would pay 


roughly a 2^/2 per cent surcharge on its 1967.68 tax, the full 10 
per cent on its 1968-69 tax and roughly 2^ per cent on its 1969- 
70 tax. 


Here's a quick computation table prepared by the Research 


Institute of America to figure the surcharge due for a fiscal 
year corporation. Merely multiply the adjusted tax (generally 
tax before credits) by these percentages.

A corporation that has already filed a return for a fiscal year, 


subject to surcharge, without including the surcharge, has until 
Sept. 16 at least to pay the surcharge: no interest or penalty will 
apply to the unpaid surcharge for any period before Sept. 16. 


For instance, a corporation with a Jan. 31 fiscal year paid its 


tax for this fiscal year on April 15,1968. It is retroactively liable 
for a surtax of about .85 per cent (31/355 of 10 per cent) on the 
tax it already paid for the fiscal year ending Jan. 31.

report, or even a personal ap- 
pearance request — only to 
find that, alas, the bureaucrat 
in question or in charge has 
gone off bird watching at the 
shore.

tive armpits to a anefare-thee. 
well — particularly when t h e 
demand is made by anti-admin, 
istration lawmakers. They in- 
evitably howl about careless, 
sloppy and inefficient operation 
on the part of the executive 
branch when this happens. This 
too is embarrassing. 


Thus it is that governors 


usually request that state pay- 
rollers lash themselves to the 
mast during legislative ses- 
sions - to be on hand and tap, 
just in case.

A Few Extra Minutes 


WASHINGTON — Passage of laws for the 


American people sometimes turns on very lit- 
tle things. The other day the passage of a gun 
control bill turned on the fact that three Sena- 
tors were not willing to spend a few extra 
minutes in the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
The gun control bill lost. 


The Judiciary Committee was considering the 


Tydings gun control bill, which has the back- 
ing of men such as Sen. Mike 
Mansfield of Montana but the 
bitter opposition of the Nation- 
al Rifle Association. It pro- 
vides that each state shall be 
given time to work out its own 
gun registration system before 
the federal government steps in. 
President 
Johnson favors a 


stronger bill requiring federal 
registration from the start. 
Sponsoring the former bill along with Tyd- 


ings were Sens. George Smathers, D-Fla., and 
Hugh Scott, R-Pa. Also strongly backing the 
bill was Sen. Teddy Kennedy, D-Mass., brother 
of the two men who were victims of the assas- 
sin's bullet. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee is strongly 


stacked with Southern fundamentalists and Re- 
publican vocalists for the gun lobby. They range 
from Big Jim East land of Mississippi to John 
McClellan of Arkansas and Sam Ervin of North 
Carolina, among the Southern fundamentalists, 
to Roman Hruska of Nebraska, the rootinl, 
tootinl spokesman for the National Rifle As- 
sociation who has been doing his best to delay

any legislation. He figures that the longer the 
delay, the more the assassination of Bobby 
Kennedy in Los Angeles will be forgotten. 


In between there are Quentin Burdick of North 


Dakota, 
the quiet 
spokesman 
for prairie 


pheasant game hunters, and Ed Long of Mis- 
souri, who has a hard time making up his mind 
on gun control. 


When gun control was debated in the Judici- 


ary Committee the other day, all these anti- 
control men were present. But three backers of 
the bill were not. 


Sen. Tydings argued eloquently. He also used 


the telephone. Frantically he called two co- 
sponsors of the bill, Smathers of Florida and 
Scott of Pennsylvania. They said they would come 
for the vote. But somehow or other they never 
arrived. 


Tydings also called Ted Kennedy, a member of 


the committee, who was passionately, tragically 
interested in gun control. Teddy wanted to be 
told a few minutes before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee vote so he could get there at the last 
minute. But he never arrived. 


The gun control bill, which It was hoped 


would discourage more assassinations such as 
those of President Kennedy, Sen. Robert Ken- 
nedy, and Martin Luther King, was stymied 


- in committee by a 7 to 5 vote. If the three Sena- 


tors who favored the legislation had taken the 
trouble to be present, the vote would have been 
the other way around. 


Another vote is due in the Judiciary Commit- 


tee this week. It will be interesting to see whether 
the three Senators this time are present.

Strength and Weakness of McCarthy 


The strength and the weakness of the candidacy of Sen. Eugene 


McCarthy have far more to dowithaman not in the race at all ~ 
President Johnson - than with either the Minnesota senator or 
his chief rival for the Democratic presidential nomination, Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey. 


Sen. McCarthy is widely hailed by 75 per cent of the electorate 


for the courage of his decision to oppose Mr. Johnson "when no 
one else would." To an almost equally high 72 per cent of all 
voters, McCarthy's course has proved he is "an independent, 
minded man." By 52 to 19 per cent, voters say they have "high 
confidence" in his capability of running the office of President. 


But being the symbol of anti-Johnson sentiment In the Demo* 


cratic Party today is also bedeviling McCarthy in his bid to obtain 
his party's nomination. 


At the moment, only a minority of the electorate as a whole, 45 


per cent, gives Mr. Johnson positive marks on his handling of 
his office. This is up 7 points from the President's low of 38 
per cent positive in March and down 13 points from his recent 
high of 57 per cent In April, just after he said he would not run 
again. 


Among Democratic Party voters, President Johnson has a 56 per 


cent positive rating; he Is most unpopular ontsidehis party. Mo 
Carthy must win the Democraticnomination,however,from dele- 
gates far more likely to be reflective of the sentiment within 
rather than outside their party. 


It comes as no surprise that Humphrey is the preferred choice 


of pro^Tohnson Democrats by 59 to 30 per cent and that McCarthy 
wins over the Vice President by 54 to 33 per cent among anfi- 
Johnson Democrats. But because more Democrats are favorable 
than unfavorable to the President, Humphrey holds a 48 to 40 
per cent edge in party ranks. 


to a very real sense, therefore, whether McCarthy can catch 


Humphrey in popularity among rank.and.fUe Democrats before 
that party's national convention on Aug. 26 in Chicago depends 
in large measure on Lyndon Johnson's standing in his own party 
during the next six weeks. 
There has been much talk about what would happen to the pro* 


McCarthy vote this fall if Humphrey Is nominated in Chicago 
next month. But the opposite side of the coin has not been 
explored: what would happen to the pnhJohnson and pro. 
Humphrey support if McCarthy is the nominee of the Democrats? 


Up to now, McCarthy has been running well in the polls with a 


combined backing of his own youngand affluent vote and the essen. 
tlal base of the lower-income and ethnic group* which make op 
the Democratic Party. 


to the latest trial heats, McCarthy was nmninf 8 points ahead 


of Richard Nixon, 44 to 36 per cent, with 12 percent for George 
Wallace and 8 per cent undecided. Aa analysis of the McCarthy 
vote reveals that his likely supporters break down 55^5 per cent 


favorable to Mr. Johnson. The Nixon vote is 6 2 to 38 per cent anti- 
Johnson. The Wallace vote is 76 to 24, per cent antWohnson. 


Put another way^ in an election situation, the anti-Johnson vote 


today would break 58 per cent for Nixon or Wallace and only 34 
per cent for McCarthy. By contrast, the proJohnson vote would 
divide 53 per cent for McCarthy and only 38 per cent for Nixon 
and Wallace combined. 


Up to now, McCarthy is receiving a large measure of the pro. 


Johnson vote. After a bitter convention in which he stopped 
Humphrey, It might be quite another story. 


to campaign terms, McCarthy might find himself, if nominated, 


in the strange position of either muting his chief position - 
opposition to Lyndon Johnson - or lacing the risk of possibly 
losing major components of the Democratic coalition over which 
he would preside. The last Democratic candidate for President 
who rebuffed an incumbent Democratic President was Adlai 
Stevenson in 1952. Stevenson lost.

Victory Vote 
Of Confidence 


TOKYO (AP)— Prime Minis- 


ter Eisaku Sato said Monday he 
considers his Liberal-Democrat 
ic party's victory in Sunday's 
upper house election a vote of 
confidence in his government 
and his pro-Western policies. 


Sato made the statement after 


still incomplete election returns 
assuredhis party of a comforta- 
ble majority in the 250-member 
upper house. The Liberal-Demo- 
crats also have a large majority 
in the lower house. 


Half of 125 of the six-year- 


term upper house seats are at 
stake in elections every third 
year. The election Sunday in- 
cluded one extra seat to fill a 
vacancy left by death. 


Gains were registered by the 


Buddhist Komei — clean gov- 
ernment— party, the moderate 
Democratic Socialist party and 
the Japan Communist party, all 
at the expense of the Socialist 
party, the leading opposition 
party, which strongly opposed 
in campaign speeches Sato's 
pro-Western policies. 


With the outcome of eight of 


the national constituency seats 
still undecided, the Liberal. 
Democrats won 68 seats. With 
68 unexpired seats, they now 
have a total of 136, compared 
with their present 139. 


The Socialists won 22 seats. 


This added to their 37 unexpired 
seats gave them a total of 59, 
compared with their present 73. 


The Komei party, which had 


11 unexpired seats, took 13, giv- 
ing them a total of 24 or four 
more than their present total.

NFL Stalemate Continues 
Players Ask Bigger Pension- 
Owners Meeting Called 


CHICAGO (AP)—Art Modell, 


owner of the Cleveland Browns 
and president of the National 
Football League, said Monday 
night that "pro football faces 
a long and disastrous strike" 
and called for a full meeting of 
owners In Chicago Tuesday to 
formulate plans for the 1968 
season. 


Modell's statement came aft 


er the NFL Players' Association 
said it had failed to resolve its 
differences over a pension dis. 
pute and left day-long sessions 
still in the air. 


All negotiators departed and 


were unavailable for further 
comment. 


A spokesman for the associa- 


tion said negotiations had brok- 
en down. 


A players' statement on their 


stand never was forwarded to 
the owners' negotiating commit 
tee. 


It was read to the committee 


by newsmen after which this 
statement was issued by Mo- 
dell: 


"Despite having granted 21 


demands of the players' union, 
pro football faces a long and 
disastrous strike on the sole is- 
sue of granting pension benefits 
In 1968 to players who on the av. 
erage will not be eligible to re- 
ceive such benefits until the 
year 2,000. 


"The union's leaders have 


taken the position even though 
the owners explained to them 
that they cannot conclude such 
an agreement until the merger 
witt the American Football 
League is completed and of- 
fered In addition a formula 
guaranteeing that no players In 
1968 and 1969 will have any ad- 
ditional pension benefits be- 
cause negotiations may not be 
concluded until 1970." 


Modell refused to say a strike 
actually was on and preferred 
to call it an impasse between 
the two groups. 


The players' group, headed by 


JohnGordyofthe Detroit Lions, 
issued a statement that, "We 
are ready, willing and able to 
meet with the owners at any. 
time to resolve the issues." 


The center of the dispute is 


additional pension funds which 
the players are 
demanding 


Immediately and the owners 
want to hold off until 1970. 


Because of the dispute, Modell 


has ordered NFL teams not to 
open their training camps until 
the matter is settled. The San 
Francisco 49ers had planned to 
begin last Sunday, and several 
other 
teams, 
including the 


champion Green Bay Packers, 
were scheduled to open this 
week. 


Vince

manager of the Green Bay 
Packers, said that if there is no 
settlement "the all-star game 
will have to be delayed or can. 
celed." He said the Packers 
need three weeks to prepare for 


the games. 


The Packers are scheduled to

George Strlckler, sports editor 


of the Chicago Tribune which 
sponsors the All-Star game, 
said, "We have a contract with 
professional football including 
the National Football League 
and the American League.

Of Mystery Woman 


ERIE — A major Midwest 


newspaper has joined the Erie 
police and an area newspaper 
la seeking to answer the ques- 
tion, "Who is Janice Whiter' 


The city editor and police re- 


porter of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, St. Louis' major 
metropolitan newspaper, said 
In 
a telephone conversation 


Sunday night that they were 
"highly 
interested" 
In the 


mystery woman. 


The middle-aged woman, cur- 


rently in the St. Vincent Hos- 
pital psychiatric unit, was found 
by Erie police last Thursday 
night in a "dazed state" near 
West 10th and Myrtle streets. 


She told officers that she was 
"Mae Gaylord," but it was 
later determined that the woman 
had been staying at the Richford 
Hotel under the name of Janice 
White, 2163 Root Road, St. 
Louis. No identification was 
found in the woman's purse or 
hotel room. 


Since that time, Det. Sgts. 


Edward Respecki and Thomas 
Stanton have been conducting an 
investigation, termed one of the 
most puzzling of their careers. 
Working under Det, Lt. Charles 
McCurdy, they have contacted 
law enforcement agencies in 
Meteorite 
Data Assists 
Astronomers 


TITOSVILLE — Information, 


detailed and accurate, from in- 
dividuals who witnessed the 
meteorite that streaked across 
eastern skies last week, can 
help astronomers compile bet- 
ter Information about the rare 
event. 


Dr. John P. Hagen, professor 


and head of the Department of 
Astronomy 
at 
Pennsylvania 


State University, said recently 
that he and his department would 
be pleased to receive such In- 
formation, to writing, and would 
analyze it in an effort to learn 
more about the path of the 
meteorite. 


Penn State is near the center 


of the area where the meteorite, 
which probably was traveling 
about 40 miles per second, was 
seen and the loud noise that 
followed it was heard. 


Information that would . be 


useful, Dr. Hagen said, would 
be details as to direction, based 
on a careful orientation as to 
where the observer stood and 
landmarks that marked the di- 
rection; elevation in the sky 
estimated by degrees from the 
horizon; and the length of time, 
if accurate, between the sight- 
ing and the sound that followed. 
Specific geographic location of 


the observer is essential. 


The noise that followed the 


sighting, Dr. Hagen said, is very 
rare and may indicate that the 
meteorite was low in the sky 
and possibly of considerable 
size. He said it might have been 
the size of a man's thumb, or 
his fist, 
noting that many of 


those observed are estimated to 
be the size of a grain of sand. 


Dr. Hagen expressed doubt 


that the meteorite reached the 
earth but said If It did, Informa- 
tion from observers over a wide 
area might be helpful in pin. 
pointing a possible location. It 
would be difficult to locate. 


The 
sound, Dr. Hagen be- 


lieves, was probably a sonic 
boom, such as is produced by 
fast-flying jets, rather than an 
explosion of the meteorite in 
the atmosphere or after 
it 


buried itself In the earth. 


Dr. Hagen, who joined Penn 


State's faculty In 1955 and had 
previously been the director 
of the first major space effort 
of the United States, Project 
Vanguard, expressed regret 
that he did not see the meteorite, 
although he heard the sound that 
followed. 


"Probably 
none of us will 


again witness such a meteorite 
in our lifetime," be said.
